Specification 
Content of Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: there is no heading 
for the following: 1) Background of the Invention, 2) Summary of the Invention, 3) Brief 
Description of the Drawings, 4) Description of the Specific Embodiments. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "either a trapping position" in line 21 and "or an extracting 
position" in line 26, it is unclear which recitation the applicant wishes to keep and which 
should have been deleted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Peterson 
(5,891,153). 

Peterson discloses in figures 5-6, a surgical extractor 3 1 for extracting foreign bodies 
having the limitations as recited in the above listed claims, including: a flexible tube 4, a rigid 
maneuvering wire 16 is able to slide in the tube, a plurality of wire loops 10,1 1 arranges at the 
distal end of the wire, where in a trapping position which the loops can deploy and form outside 
the distal end of the tube, where an openwork cage 33 can resemble as a globe which can form a 
meridian plane thereof, where the wire loops can intersect at their distal ends 28 and can be 
joined to one another there, where at the distal intersection, the wire loops can join slidably so 
that each loop can slide to a limited extend relative to one other loop and can maintain its 
squareness with respect to the other loop at best seen in fig. 5. Note that the procedure in fig. 7 
can be characterized as having a passage which is formed by a tongue which is corresponding by 
the wire loop.
